{o altract the foreign invader, From

‘Tax Not Abandoned

‘The first oMfcial statement on the 
new Consumption Tax was made to- 
day by the publielty department of 
the Peiping’ Municipality, which 
states that the function of the new 
Consumption Tax Inspectorate Gen- 
feral is to “liquidate” smuggled goods

The pro- 
minent parts played by Dr. Wang 
Chung-hui and Mr. Chu Cheng in 
reconciling the differences between 
the Central and the Provincial Gov- 
ernments showed that China's 
responsible military leaders are not 
disposed to ignore their obligations 
as members of a national Govern- 
ment which it is hoped eventually 
to base firmly on the support of the 
people. ‘The mere fact that Mr.

INCOME TAX REALITIES 


Sept. 3. 
The “Chinia Press,” amiably dis- 
charging its duty as an apologist for 
the Government, considers that for- 
eigners are unreasonably objecting, 
to pay income-tax under the new| 
Jaw: 
‘Thore who propose to shietd theme 
selves from making this contribu- 
tion by extraterritoriality, — may 
evade legal action. They ‘cannot| 
‘evacle moral censure. 
‘This apparent plea for waiver of 
extraterritorial rights is more 
specious than convincing. ‘The 
British community—to cite one 
section of extraterritorial foreigners 
‘—has in certain matters. properly, 
it unnecessarily, disregarded the 
strict interpretation of the extrater- 
ritorial privilege in order to escape 
what the “China Press" calls moral 
censure. ‘That abnegation has not 
met with reciprocal treatment, as 
anyone knows who has observed 
the ingenuity with which extrater- 
ritorial obligations have been 
evaded by the exercise of what 
might be called oblique pressure. 
British leaders have found one of 
their greatest difficulties in persuad- | 
ing their countrymen to co-operate 
in the mitigation of extraterritorial 
claims has been the irrefutable| 
evidence of the one-sided nature of 
the process. If the frivolity be 
permitted, the extraterritorial for- 
eigner, like the weather-worn 
spinster, has done all the forgiving, 
and had little of the kissing. Apart, 
from that, legal rights cannot be so 
readily abandoned as the “China, 
Press" appears to think.  ‘This| 
particularly applies to the disarming 
Suggestion that extraterritorial for- 
eigners—overcoming that human 
reluctance to pay taxation wherever 
‘met—chould forget their status and 
voluntarily pay the _income-tax 
under the new Law. It is safe to 
assert that legal practitioners con 
cerned in the administration of 
{rusts would promptly expound the 
weightiest objections to that pro- 
posal,

‘The British Chamber of Commerce 
Journal, speaking for an important, 
body of merchants, has endorsed 
that principle. For extraterriterial- 
ly protected foreigners the issue, as 
has been pointed out here, is at, 
resent one for diplomatic’ treat- 
ment. It may be left in that 
pleasantly decorous condition. At- 
tention may more appropriately be 
drawn to the wider implications on! 
which the “China Press” is un-| 
derstandably silent: the amazing 
defects in the Law itself as in 
general application to non-ex- 
traterritorial foreigners and Chinese. 
In brief it prescribes an income tax 
scale of assessment but the tax is 
not a tax on income as usually un- 
derstood by countries where 
scientific infliction of that form of 
taxation has long been applied. If 
an exact term be wanted it might 
be called a “Salary tax," for, ap- 
Parently, except in regard to 
business profits, there is apparently 
no effort made to ascertain the as-| 
sessce’s total income from all 
sourees. The result is that the man 
who draws nothing more than his 
salazy on which he pays the tax 
is most invidiously penalized in 
contrast fo the man with large 
private means. The Government 
employee, who is exposed to other 
unfairness in the earlier deduction 
of the tax from the source of his 
salary, is specially hardly hit here, 
unless he be an ardent imitator of 
certain shining lights in the late 
‘and unlamented administration of| 
‘Kwangtung, when, instead of being| 
Privileged to pay income-tax, he 
[should be enjoying tree accommoda- 
tion st the public expense, 


Fortunately it is not necessary to| 
labour the impracticability of this 
Law-—to say nothing of the sym- 
metrical unrealities of its schedules 
—for the “China Press” obligingly 
if unwittingly comes to the rescue: 


From reliable sources we have

cannot be hid under a bushel. To! 
equip the Government with’ the 
requisite machinery a service come-| 
what on the lines of the Maritime| 

Customs would have to be formed. 

‘That action must be an essential 

condition precedent to the enforce- 

ment of the law. Unless the| 

Government has been able to| 

practise the virtue of doing! 

good ty stealth on more spacious, 
ines than ave ever been con- 
ceived by bureaucracies olse- 
where, no such facilities exist. It 
seems, therefore, that the practical 
collection of the tax will be con- 
fined to the deductions from helpless 
government servants and to some| 
rough-and-ready extraction from 
the pockets of private citizens by! 
methods which will especially tend 
themselves to inefficiency, inequity 
and wastage. With every desire to| 
encourage what the “China Press"

Ports of good crop prospects from 
‘the anterior are held to promise a 
slight improvement in trading con-| 
ditions, of which Shanghai may 
take due advantage in the proper 
time. Yet such is the peculiar 
stagnation produced by the com- 
bined effect of restricted credit, loss 
of confidence in exchange, defects 
of the administration of the law! 
and the overcrowding directly 
emanating from the pressure of| 
economic stringency on the in- 
dividual family, that Shanghai can- 
‘not be in shape to cope with a trade 
revival unless practical steps be 
taken in relief of the land market, 
land having been, as was pointed 
‘out the other day, the virtual stard- 
ard of Shanghai's exchange of cxin= 
modities. Enough has been said 
for the moment on the broad ques- 
tion of the artificial enhancement 
of land values due to the hectic 
boom period and over-expansion of 
credit. It is evident that deter- 
mination of that issue cannot be 
secured when the market is to all 
intents and purposes frozen stiff. 
Only a fluid market can really put: 
‘the market price on land. Re- 
ference has frequently been made | 
in these columns to the sinister part 
played by the administration of the:

Promptly benefit were this stagna- 
tion broken and there can be little 
doubt that it is within the Govern- 
ment’s power by a simple admini-

It iz often regretted that public 
confidence in the exchange position 
is so faltering. The Government 
could not make a betier bid for 
firmer confidence than by showing] 
its readiness to remove the two 
main obstacles to the recovery of, 
the mortgage business on which so| 
much of Shanghai's prosperity de- 
pends. This is not said with any idea 
of stimulating a land boom; for 
reascns made clear last week this 
Journal would deprecate dogmatic 
assertions regarding the norn of 
Jand values, The last thing it 
would desire to see would be a 
repetition of the dizzy performances, 
of a few years ago. It recognizes, 
however, that thore is money to buy

about a year ago the Civil Code

maturity to apply to the Court for: 
the property to be sold by auction 
‘and pay himself out of the sale 
proceeds, This right was virtually, 
nullified last year by the Judicial 
‘Yuan's decision (No. 493) to make| 

enforcement depend on the 
mortyagee first obtaining the fin 
judgment of the Court: thus ai 
‘action in the Court was entailed, 
the mortgagor being given the right 
to two’ appeals, without showing| 
grounds. ‘The consequence is that 
inordinate delay amounting, for all, 
practical purposes, to the reduction, 
fof the mortgagee to a state of im- 
potence has been introduced into| 
what formerly was a simple, ef- 
fective and well-recognized ’ pro- 
cedure for ensuring the negotiability| 
of an important security. At the| 
begining of this year, in response 
to urgent protests by Chinese 
bankers and merchants, the Gov- 
ernment induced the ‘Legislative| 
Yuan to modify its ruling by a 
decision (1404 of February 4, 1936) 
of which the following is the re- 
levant passage: 

Before the laws regarding land 
registration will be put into force, 
when a mortgagee has nol| 
been paid in duo time, the Court! 
can order the sale of the mort- 
gaged property by auction if no 
‘objection has been made either on 
the part of the mortgagor or a third. 
party, without awaiting a final 
judgment, 

‘This has corrected in some degree 
the excessive latitude of the Leg- 
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islative Yuan's previous decision, 
(No. 493); even so it does not alter 
the fact that, as the result of that 
ill-advised action, the borrower 
wishing to default can Ieave the 
lender without any recourse except 
through the tortuous, expensive and 
prolonged processes’ of the courts. 
Nor should it be forgotten that, 
originally, mortgage practice was 
based on ‘the insertion in the.Decd 
of an express power of sale 60 a5 
to enable the mortgagee, should the 
mortgagor default in the payment 
of either principal or interest, to 
exercise such power of sale without 
the necessity of having to apply to 
the Court for an order for sale, 
‘ow far has the system been drawn 
from that simple, practical basis 
which so well ensured the value of 
the mortgage deed and its conse~ 
quent effectiveness as an: instru 
ment of credit! 








Side by side with this grave blow 
to the validity of the mortgage deed 
as a document on which eredit may 
be raised, came the sudden 
acceptance by the Courts of their 
right to interfere between landlord 
and tenant in declaring what is or 
what is not “fair rent.” If duly 
preseribed conditions had been 
formulated to guide the Courts and 
reasonable expedition had been 
assured for disposing of actions, 
this might not have been so serious. 
‘The Courts, however, not only 
interpreted the law in 'such a way 
as to deprive the landlord of his 
effective claim on arrears of rent 
from a defaulting tenant, but, 
applied the machinery of appeals 
and other processes which, however 
appropriate in general legal 
practice, became disastrous instru- 
ments ‘of abuse in the hands of 
dishonest tenants. ‘This journal is 
is not for the moment conewrned 
with the morality or otherwise of 
these developments. No doubt, in 
certain circumstances, the legis 
lature is right to endeavour to 
protect the mortgagor and tenant, 
alike from harsh and unconseion- 
able treatment by mortgagee or 
landlord, Such effort, however, 
demands a far more scientific study 
of the whole problem than has been 
yet practicable in China, It is 
therefore merely dangerous to make 
the Courts the agents of a reform 
which they are not “equipped to. 
safeguard against gross abuse. The 
practical issue is the effect of 
these developments on the value 
of the mortgage deed as an instru- 
ment of credit. In the past that 
deed has been most valuable as the 
basis of business enterprise here, 
because by swift and clearly under- 
standable processes the mortgagec 
could exercise his rights on default 
by the mortgagor and also the Jand= 
lord was assured of receiving from 
his tenant the duly agreed upon 
rent, the regularity of the receipt 
of which was an additional 
guarantee of liquidity to the 
mortgagee. Now when it is no 
longer possible for the mortgage 
to possess such attributes, its value 
as a means of raising credit and 
therefore of financing business has 
been so seriously reduced as to be 
almost ‘negligible. ‘This, of couse, 
has immensely accentuated the 
stagnation arising from the depres~ 
sion. If the Government would 
ive its immediate attention to this 
matter by the simple process ‘of 
restoring the old expedition and 
by removing from the Courts the 
power to interfere between land- 
ord and tenant, it would be, at one 
stroke, improving its own financial 
resources and it would be giving 
Shanghai a real chance to break the 
ice of the present land frost, There 
is talk ‘of the establishment of a 
mortgage bank, At best it would 
have but limited influence and 
involve further delay. The situation 
is so critical that nothing short of 
decisive promplitude will relieve 
it, Cannot the Government, forti- 
fled by the strong representations 
of Chinese bankers and business 
men, rise to the height of the 
occasion and justify its often ex- 
pressed solicitude for the com- 
mereial integrity of the country? 
‘To those who resist any measures 
taken to protect the mortgagee or 
landlord against dishonesty or to 
confirm him in his legal rights, it 
would be useless, of course, tomake 
‘any ethical uppeal. ‘They may 
perhaps be persuaded of the 
wisdom of the course suggested, 
when it is pointed out that {he only 
effect of the present legal shackles

mortgage deed or rent agreement 
is to destroy the value of mortgages

PALESTINE PROBLEM 
Sept. 7. 

‘The despatch of reinforcements 
to Palestine suggests that the British 
Government contemplates the early 
declaration of martial Jaw—a step 
which many critics consider is 
overdue, ‘The Arab leaders to 
whom unexampled consideration 
‘has been shown, partly because of 
the strong sympathies which they 
can command among “a certain 
section of the National Govern- 
ment’s Conservative supporters, 
have now lost control of their 
fanatical followers, Patience and 
conciliation have been interpreted 
‘as weakness. ‘The Jews who have 
been the victims of Arab intransi~ 
gence have displayed exemplary 
restraint and, in spite of terrible 
provocation, have generally kept 
their heads and their confidence in 
the High Commissioner and his 
Government. The first sign that 
the breaking point had been re- 
ached was vouchsafed last month 
when, disregarding the express 
orders of thelr leaders, a small 
group of Jewish demonstrators fired 
fifty shots on a train as it was 
crossing the bridge on the Tel 
Aviv-Jaffa boundary on August 17. 
‘The early operations against the 
Arabs were unsuccessful because the 
authorities underestimated the dim- 
‘ensions of the outbreak, Moreover 
the peculiar diMeulty of the country 
with which the troops were un- 
familiar and of which the Arabs, in 
their superior knowledge, were able 
to take full advantage, made clear- 
ing “drives” virtually ineffective. 
‘Troops having, as they thought, 
completely combed out a given 
area, were surprised to find that, on 
leaving it, insurgents immediately 
‘reappeared from undetected hiding~ 
places. With larger forces at their 
osal the British authorities were 
able to rectify this defect in the 
process of restoring order, but un- 
fortunately the time lost had given 
the Arabs the opportunity of ex~ 
tending the rebellion, Organized 
terrorism rapidly developed its 
technique and now it would seem 
that nothing short of the declaration 
of martial law—supported as it 
would have to be by an adequate 
military force—could make the 
Arabs realize the futility of 
resistance. ‘The impending est 
ablishment of a self-governing 








‘Syria by the treaty with the French | 


Government, makes composure of 
the Palostine trouble all the more 
urgent. 

It is regrettable to have to assert 
that well-meaning but untimely ex- 
pression of sympathy with Arab 
contentions has not only stayed 
the hand of the Government but has 
also given encouragement to the 
Arabs, The extent of the trouble 
can be gauged from the official 
figures issued from Jerusalem on 
August 19 up to which date from 
‘April 19, 130 Arabs, 6 Christians, 
68 Jows and 23 Military or Police 
had been killed, ‘The number of 
arrested Arabs was given as 2,302 
‘of whom 1,493 were convicted, 614 
acquitted, and 285 awaiting trial. 
Arrested’ Jews numbered 300 of 
whom 204 were convicted, 46 
acquitted and 59 awaiting ‘rial. 
‘Thus the fifth month of the Arab 
strike showed no abatement of the 
trouble, indeed the authorities were 
obviously confronted with a more 
formidable problem than ever, De- 
sperate attempts were made to 
induce the Government to agree 
temporarily to suspend Jewish im- 
‘migration as a means of purchasing 
Arab compliance, pending the: in- 
quiry by the Royal Commission. 
Fortunately Mr, William Ormsby- 
Gore firmly refused thus to pre- 
judice “the investigation and re-

Arab leaders to wait calmly for the 
Royal Commission, was immediate 
ly followed by an’ intensification of 
Arab violence including the cold- 
blooded murder of three Jewish 
children in thelr sleep at Safa: 
‘This admirable desire to be fair 
to the Arab has been overdone. It 
derives in part from a fashionable, 
if wrongheaded, allegiarce to whi 
fs thought to, be the “Lawrence 
‘cult. It also bears traces of soli- 
‘eltude for Moslem susceptibilities 
In other parts of the world where 
British rule obtains. No-one with’ 
‘any experience of the East would| 
belittle the importance of preserv- 
}ing Moslem friendship. Indeed, 
‘Moslems themselves value the tradi-_ 
tions of mutual confidence and 
understanding carefully fostered by | 
British policy in thelr regard 
throughout the East. Yet the history 
‘of the Great War showed that ex~ 
cessive attention to the theories of] 
Islamic experts on that point was| 
responsible for much error and un-| 
necessary deflection of policy. ‘The 
‘lassie example, of course, was the 
attitude taken ‘up by the British 
Government in deference, as it 
believed, to Moslem opinion re- 
garding’ the Khalifat. ‘The new 
‘Turkey, under Kamal Atoturk,| 
(Mustapha Kemal Pasha as he then| 
was) made short shrift of the 
Khalifat and not a murmur was 
heard throughout the length and 
breadth of Islam, The Arabs in| 
Palestine have never ruled them- 
selves. They have been treated 
with great forbearance—even to 
the point of being pampered. 
‘The danger is that they may acquire 
the unruly status of spoiled children 
to the general disturbance of the 
economic and political progress of | 
a country to which the Jewisl: im- 
‘migrants in loyal co-operation with 
the Mandatory authority have made 
really valuable contributions. Nor! 
should it be forgotten that the 
Jews have access only to a pertion 
fof the country, ‘There are still 
certain tracts Which Arabs dominate| 
to the exclusion of all others. The| 
moderate Arab leaders have lost 
their power to control the bulk of 
their people in Palestine. ‘The 
situation demands that firm and, 
where “necessary, ruthless action 
should be taken to remind the 
t of the existence of an au- 
thority determined to keep order 
and administer impartial justice 
under the Mandate. 




















SPAIN’S HORRORS 


Sept. 2. 

Senor Eduardo Ferrer's resigna- 
tion of his post as Consul-General 
of Spain in Shanghai will no doubt 
be regarded as carrying special| 
significance. Senor Ferrer until 
that resignation was acting as 
‘Senior Consul during the absenee| 
of Sir John Brenan who retulned 
to duty yesterday. He has sorved 
'Spain here through the changes of 
Government which have taken 
lace sinee the departure of King! 
Alfonso. It is permissible to re- 
‘ognize that Senor Ferrer has con-| 
ducted himself with the absolute] 
discretion and loyalty of al 
diplomatic official. He remained at! 
his post when all over the world| 
Spain's diplomatic representatives| 
were finding their positions in need| 
of review and several important re-| 
iignations occurred, some of them| 
taking the form of a complete| 
transfer of the Legation to ‘the: 
so-called provisional government at 
Burgos. Senor Ferrer evidently 








feels that the situation no longer. 
justifies his subordination of his 


transformation in the character of! 
‘the de jure Government at Madrid 
where he considers the extreme 
Communist clement have obtained. 
the upper hand. He refuses there- 
fore to be identified with such an 
administration and he assumes, for, 
the time being perhaps, ’ the| 
character of a private citizen of 
Shanghai. Shanghal will respect 
hhim for his decision and sympathize 
with him in the pain which it 
must have caused him so to 
abandon his post. He has rendered 
valuable service to the international 
community here, apart from his 
recent performance of the duties of| 
Senior Consul, for in 1931, it may. 
be recalled, he came to the rescue 
of the League of Nations by acting, 
as its provisional observer at, 
‘Mukden after the incident of Sept- 
ember 18, until more formally con- 
stituted investigations were able to| 
take the field, 

Senor Ferrer has not acted im- 
petuously. His decision is all the 
more important, based as it must 
partly be on information which is| 
not available to the general public. 
It suggests that this highly respon- 
sible and experienced officer sees: 
such deterioration at Madrid that, 
he cannot imagine the survival of 
the Government in anything like 
coherent form. He may even be| 
‘convinced, as students of recent 
cables are inclined to be, that the 
insurgents are slowly but steadily 
wearing down the loyalists. Definite, 
opinions on that issue cannot yet| 
be securely formed. At the outset| 
it seemed impossible for the Gov- 
ernment to make an effective stand| 
‘against a revolt of about 80 per cent. 
of its regular forees, supported by 
the majority of its trained and 
hard-bitten colonial troops, by 
‘substantial elements in the air force 
‘and an increasing number of naval 
units, Estimates of that kind failed 
to take into account the special bit- 
terness of feeling, the traditional’ 
ferocity of Spanish civil warfare! 
‘and the desperation engendered by 
the Imowledge that no quarter 
would be given by either side. 
‘Those who are inclined to lay stress' 
fon the atrocities committed by 
loyalists—under whatever label— 
must be reminded that the monopoly 
of brutality is not attributable to 
‘one side or the other. Just as the| 
murder of Senor Calvo Sotelo which 
precipitated the present uprising. 
‘was admittedly a reprisal for out- 
rages by so-called Fascists now, 
ranged under the insurgents’ ban-| 
ner, so the fierceness of the| 
loyalists’ resistance is due to the| 
ghastly terrorism and undeniable 
cruelty with which the Right Gov- 
ernment—called to office after the 
elections of November 1933—put| 
down the rising of October 1934. 
‘The Lerroux Cabinet, reconstructed| 
in October to meet the growing 
unrest produced by the Govern- 
ment's handling of the agvarian| 
problem and the Catalan claim to| 
‘autonomy, was faced by an un-| 
doubtedly’ revolutionary movement: 
of grave dimensions. The draconian 
severity of the measures taken to| 
deal with the uprising, masked| 
though it was by a rigid censorship, 
created intense uneasiness abroad. 
‘Thousands of the Government's 
opponents were imprisoned and! 
authentic accounts of gruesome| 
outrages gradually found pub-| 
ication. ‘The clectoral triumph 
which “accrued to the “Popular' 
Front” carly this year was di- 
reetly due to the revulsion of 
feeling caused by those horrors. The: 
savagery which marked the then| 
Government's suppression of the 
miners’ revolt in the Asturias has 
eft a terrible legacy, and explains 
the ‘superhuman tenacity: of the 
loyalists" resistance to the superior-. 
trained troops under General 
Francisco Franco and Genera Mola. 

It would be pleasant to be able 
to believe that the exercise of 
General Franco's military force! 
could establish a régime which,| 
after drastic measures of restoring. 
order, would blend sympathy with| 
firmness, capacity with resolution. 
Unhappily there is no particular| 
reason for discerning any such pos-| 
sibilities.

BUDA’S DAY 

In 1353 the Ottoman Turks crossed 
the Hellespont from Asia Minor 
Within the next twenty years they 
had conquered southern Bulgaria, 
transferred thelr capital from Brusa 
fo Adrianople, won the battle of 
‘Taenarus which Jed them to the heart 
of old Servia. For the space of three 
centuries they were tho terror of 
Europe and Hungary's history was 
heavily marked by Turkish invasions 
‘and humiliations to which gross in- 
‘capacity in high places tragically ‘con- 
tributed, especially in the carly part 
of the 16th century when the papal 
‘envoy, Antonio Burgio contemptuously 
remarked: "If this realm could be 
saved at the expense of three forins 
there is nota man here willing to make 
the sacrifice” But the high. spirits 
of the Magyar people were proof 
‘against misfortune. From Transyl- 
vania came inspiring leadership. in 
the 17th century and at the end of 
sixteen years war the once for- 
midable Turkish power was broken, 
the recapture of Buda marking the 
final stages in that liberation of 
Western culture, It is appropriate 
therefore that that vietory should be 
specially remembered by Hungarians 
indeed by Europe—with feelings of 
‘gratitude. Budapest is formed as its| 
ame suggesis from the two towns of 
Buda and Pest. The German name, 
Ofen, for Buda has really the same 
meaning (stove) as Pest, the slavonic 
word. Pest was taken’ and pillaged 
by the Turks in 1526. From 1541 to 
1686 Buda was the seat of a Turkish 
pasha. It was founded by the Romans 
fn the second century and named 
Aquincum, ““richwaters:” ‘The | Ro- 
mans left’ in 376 when the invasion 
of Huns and Ostrogoths swept over 
the lund, followed later by the Avars 
fand Slavs. Tho Magyars began thelr: 
eccupation in the 10th century and 
reserved the names Buda and Pest 
for the two sister towns—Buda on 
the right and Pest on the left bank 
of the Danube.

B.B.C. AND SHANGHAI 


It is not surprising that the pub- 
ication of the B.B.C.'s extraordinary 
article. on Shanghai should have 
evoked indignation. ‘There seems to| 
‘be good ground for urging that some, 
steps shoula be taken to obtain 
amends from the Corporation, Per- 
haps the British Chamber of  Com- 
merce or the British Residents Asso- 
clation could give the matter their 
attention, IL is, of. course, highly} 
probable that’ Shanghallanders at| 
home on leave have already made | 
their volces heard on that point. Yet 
there is no reason why such repre- 
sentations, if made, should not be 
reinforeed from Shanghai itself. It 
‘such abominable assertions had been 
made ina broadcast about, say, 
Paris, Tokyo or even Moscow it is 
‘almost certain that prompt ambassa~ 
dorial demands would have been 
made through the Foreign Office for 
appropriate reparation. As this jour- 
nal has already pointed out Shang-| 
hha ig used to misrepresentation of 
its activities, and it may be urged 
that dignity would suggest silent con- 
tempt and no advertisement for Me. 
Richard Pyke. If nothing more than 
‘a magazine article were in question 
there would be good support for that 
view, but the _ point—admirably_ 
stressed by a correspondent to-day— 
is that the article carries the au- 
thority of the B.B.C.,,one of the fore- 
most semi-ofliclal organs of publicity 
in the world. Some effort surely 
should be made by those in whose 
hands Shanghai's roputation les to 
use the offeial channels open to them 
for redress of a grievous wrong. ‘The 
whole tenour of the article was such 





that no-one zeading it in London 
and having r@lations «in Shanghai 
could, without personal knowledge, 


arrive al any other conclusion than 
that thelr unfortunate Kinsmen were 
here engaged in some nefarious, dis- 
honourable and altogether disreput- 





able employment, No-one would 
deny to the BBC. the right 
to give an accurate portrayal 


‘of Shanghai's complicated economic 
and political problems, of iis con- 
gested Industrial areas, of its insulll- 
lently-controlled factory life with 
the abuses inherent therein. The 
‘exposition, however, showld take an 
objective form and should not be 
placed in the hands of a young man 
who spent about seven. weeks in 
China and, judging from his puerile 
bombast, has not yet reached the 
‘stage at which he’ is qualified to 
express an opinion on serious sub- 
jecls, ‘There are many people who 
really feel the need to stir public 
‘opinion on Shanghai's social and 
economic condition, ‘Thelr efforls 
tare in danger of being utterly de- 
feated if fantastic travestles of 
progressive criticism are to be 
allowed in the organs of the B.B.C. 
‘The British Government owes a duty 
{o its own compatriots here and to 
other forcign nationals as well as 
Chinese citizens in giving due credit 
fotheachievements enshrined in the 
creation of Shanghai, A big clty— 
of Topsy-like qrowth—eannot be per- 


feel, cannot even pretend to be 
model, “but it is an outrage 
that ‘it should be gratuitously 


insulted as by this vicious slander. 





OPEN SPACES 


Mr. S, H. Peok is probably foreing 
fan open door in urging the pressing 
heed for an extension of parks. and 
‘open spaces—purticularly for children

grettable that earnest reformers fool 
bound by their technique to overlook 
achievements and to develop the plea 
for further action on the basis of 
implied criticism.

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RECONSTRUCTION IN KIANGSI 


Rural Welfare Programme 


Successful in Eleven Areas: 


Economical as Well as Thorough 
Front A Commsroxomre 


Nanchang, Aug. 29. 
For seven tony years, 1927 to 1934, 
Kinngsi suffered much through the 
devastation of the Communist-bandits, 
but the sympathy of the nation 
Renerously responded to the call of, 
the Klongsi people in distress and 
the Central’ Government through 
the National" Economie Couneil 
assisted the Provineial Government 
in carrying out a programme of rural 
reconstruction. First recommended 
by three League of Nations experts 
this programme was Inter modified 
and approved by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. Ils main purpose was to 
help the province to help itself and 
Hig” main’ activities took’ the form 
of financial subsidies ‘tothe 
various provineial organizations con- 
cerned with reconstruction, with the 
purpose of initiating new nes of 
service and improving the existing 
‘ones. Tt consisted of three main 
polnis, related to one another, form~ 
‘ing a comprehensive whole, 
Financial Grants 

Half a million dottars was loaned to 
the two main co-operatives. inthe 
Province, namely the Provincial Com- 
mission ‘on Co-operatives and the 
‘Kiangsi Bureaw on Co-operatives of 
the NEC, (successor to the Kiangs! 
Bureau of China International Famine 
Relief Commission). The co-opera- 
tives were instituted in 1931 as 0 
part of flood relief. ‘The Economic 
Counell has accelerated” the rate 
and extended the work of the 
socioties, Besides. eredit co-opera- 
tives; other forms of co-operation 
such as marketing, supply and utility 
received attention according to thelr 
Importance. 

"To the Provincial Welfare Centre 
$620,000 was ranted—for subsidizing 
the Provineial Health Department 
with $260,000, the Provineial agrieul- 
ural ‘Tnstitute with $200,000 and the 
Provincial Normal Schools through 
the Commissioner of Education. with 
360,000. ‘These Provincial organiza 
tions therefore, have been able to 
render greater and belter service 
and to train more and better work= 

‘To ton Rural Welfare Centres a 
rant of $850,000 was made for pro- 
viding initial expenses and their 
current budgets in full for the first 
year with a decrease of 25 per cent, 
Tor cach succeeding year. ‘These 
welfare centres were intended to be 
‘and are extension centres of the. 
provincial organizations mentioned 
above, In faet, they are the fleld 
headquarters of the Provinelal Wel- 
fare Centre where the work of its 
specialists are collaborated and com 
ordinated, 

Klangs! Programme Sound 

‘This narration confines itself to 
the third point, the ton rural 
welfare centres, ' Having boon en 
aged in this work for the past two 
years and having compared it with 
sFeconstruction projects elsewhere in 
China the writer is convineed that 
the Klangs! programme was soundly 
conceived, It is comprehensive and 
economical. 

Rural improvement has beon tried 
elsewhere in China during last de- 
cade, One of its weak points lies 
in the unrelated efforts of many well 
meaning persons. Some stressed the 
improvement of agriculture, some 
education and others. government. 
Workers have often been Isolated; 
distance and environment have made 
them lead lonely lives. Being alone 
and without friendly consultation 
‘and collaboration, mole hills have. 
sometimes appeared to them as 
mountains and discouragement often 
resulted in despair. 

Another weakness is the divorce of 
service from government, resulting 
In indifference and often ‘in opposi- 
tion on the part of local officials. A 
third dimeulty, or rather danger, is 
the tendeney to pauperize the people 
whom tho work aims to serve, ‘These 
diMieuities of which they have not 
been unaware, are being tackled and 
‘attempts In solution may be of 
terest’ to others, 

‘The real dimeulty, however, Ties in 
the lack’ of suMeiont Idealist and 
trained leaders with vision and 
technique. Being co-operative 
enterprise among the Central, provin« 
eink and local governments, It eon 
stantly requires the subordination of 
Individuals o the whole. Kiangsi co 
‘operative workers fecl xrateful for 
the enlightened collaboration and co= 
operation of many overnment Tead- 
ers and public friends who have 
shown, great Interest. 

Establishment of Rural Centres 

While workers” were considering 
and exploring sitex for ten rural 
welfare centres, they were often 
visited by influential officials who 
{ried to ‘convince them that places 
they had in mind should be selected. 
However, in this matter the following 
principles were followed:—

a Yural district, typical of the general 
Conditions of region,

Tt was dimicult to select a site 
where all these factors existed, but 
by diligent search the sponsors found 
plnces where most of them were met 
satisfactorily. “During the frst year, 
‘of work “when the Communist- 
bandit suppression campaign was at 
its helght workers could not 
Penetrale into districts where the 
Reds were in power. With the ex- 
ception of the second welfare centre, 
which was in former Communist 
territory, the first few were situated 
within 100 miles of Nanchang. 


Bleventh Centre Established 


Lately, the hsien, in which the frst 
centre was erected, has also started 
rural demonstration area doing 
Dractically the same work as the 
former. "This manifestation of pro- 
gress by the local government has 
been a source of encouragement, for 
workers feel that thelr role of a 
Dioner has come to a happy close. 
At the same time an urgent call has 
bbeen extended to them by the gov- 
ernment leaders of Kingtehcheng. 
the home of Kiangsi porcelain, for 
assistance in establishing a unit in 
northeastern Kiangsi, 

‘A. welfare centre therein could 
serve an area of several hsien, 
specially in the task of training local 
Teaders.

Four Lines of Activity 
‘Thore are four main lines of uc- 
tivities, namely; education, agricul- 
ture, health and co-operatives. | The 
workers in each division are largely 
supported and their work supervised. 
by provincial organizations. In addi- 
tion, the executive scerelary is ‘an 
appointee of the Rural Welfare 
Bureau of the National Economie 
Counell; like a fleld commander of 
fan army he is in charge of the 
operations of his sector and in close 
fouch with the head ofice at Nan- 
chang. ‘There are also three or four 
‘women workers Including an educa 
tional director among village women, 
fa school teacher, a nurse-midwite 
and a specialist on home industries. 
In all, there are twelve or more 
workers in each centre, who tackle 
the problems of rural ‘life and its 
Inter-relationships. 

‘The monthly budget for each Is 
{$800 or about $10,000 a year, half of 
Which consists of salaries of technical 
workers, allocated and paid by the 
co-operating provincial organizations, 
‘and the remainder includes the salary 
ot the executive secretary and 
general expenses. ‘The latter is pald 
by the NEC, for the frst year and 
25 per cent.’ will be borne by the 
local government beginning in the 
next figeal year with similar inerense 
in each succeeding year untit half of 
the current budget will be paid 
Woeally, commencing July. 1, 1930." At 
preseni the general activities have 
not covered the whole chu, although 
In training spectal-type local leaders 
the entire hsien has been helped. Tt 
Is the aim of the centre to concentrate 
its activities for the next three years 
largely in the chu, in which it is 
situated. ‘The population In this area 
fs generally more dense than that in 
the ‘neighbouring distriets—about 
40,000 as an average for each of the 
ten chu. In gelting welfare work 
rooted in native soil, it must be in- 
expensive, and within the economic 
capacity of the farmers. It is hoped 
that the people in the chu, who have 
received the benefits, will be willing 
tq pay annually 25 to 50 cents por 
ciplta for it in the course of the next 
three years.

INDO-CHINA RAIL 
OPENING 


Formal Ceremony Fixed for 
October 1 


Infcrmation has been received in 
Shanghai to the effect that the 
Saigon-Hanol Railway has been com- 
pleted and that the opening date has. 
been set for October I. 

It was not without many dimeultles 
that the work was pushed on cince 
the beginning of this century, when 
the general plan of railway construe- 
tion’ in French Indo-China was 
established. ‘The track had to be laid 
down through thick tropical jungles 
‘and forests, and thousands of lives 
‘were lost through malaria fever, ex- 
hhaustion or frequently from tigers, 
snakes and other hosts of the wilds, 

‘The history of railway development 
in Fronch Indo-China may be traced 
as far back as 1885 when the line 
from Saigon to Mytho, 44 miles, was 
ready for exploitation. In 1804, a 
narrow gauge line was put in opera- 
tion Letween Phu Lang Thuong and 
Leng Son (65 miles) in Tonkin, 
Northern provinee bordering China, 

Defences Against Pirates 

‘This line was raided often by 
pirates who pillaged trains, and 
held French railway officers for a 
ransom. The Government had. to 
‘erect a scries of block houses on the 
hills overlooking the track, and thelr 
garrisons, composed of a platoon of 
native fusiliers under command of a 
French offleer, were called out more 
than once to defend men and 
materials. Nowadays these tittle. 
strongholds are empty and remain 
only as a remembrance of dificult. 
times. 

‘When the connection of tho above 
Tine was started in 1902 to Hane on 
fone part, and to Dong Dang and Na 
Cham on the Chinese border, on the 
other part, the one metro gauge was 
adopled 10 meet the requirements of 
4 trafic, which the exploitation of the 
first section had shown to be very 
promising. 

Government and Private Enterprise 


‘Tho Government line thus extend- 
eat from Na Cham to Hanol (112 
miles) while the Compagnie Francaise 
des Chemins de Fer de Uindochine et 
du Yunnan, a private concern, started. 
building the section from Haiphong, 
(ano!) to Lao Kay (249 miles) and 
pushed it through the Chinese pro- 
vineo of Yunnan, as far as Yunnanfu 
(290 miles). 

In following years the main tine 
called “Trans-Indo-Chinese” was 
pushed southwards from Hanol, while 
inthe south, it was pushed ‘north- 
wards from Saigon, but during the 
World War work of course had to 
sulfer. 

Another section of railway was 
‘also opened to traffic in Cambodia in 
1933, covering 205 miles from Phnom- 
Penh to Mongkolborey, towards Slam. 
‘The gap still existing on the trans 
Indo-Chinose was becoming shorter 
and shorter until jn recent months 
when it was reduced to 25 miles 
just for the plereing of Cape Varella’s 
tunnel, 



































‘Modern Equipment 
Now this last section is to bo linked 
definitely, thus marking a new era in 
the history of French Indo-China 
from the economic point of view. ‘The 
{otal length of the Government rail- 
ways will amount to 1,295 miles, 
whila “those operated by private 
capital aggregate 614 miles. The 
rolling stock is up-to-date and com: 
fortable, comprising on the main line, 
‘air-conditioned coaches and dining: 
cars. 

‘As regards speed, the train from 
Saigon to Hanol ‘will cover the 
distance of 1,090 miles in 40. hours, 
which means an average speed’ of 27 
miles per hour.

Harbin, Aug. 20. 
Little or nothing has appeared in 
the local press regarding the en- 
counter between the crew of 
Japanese gunboat and a number of 
outlaws at Mulan, situated abaut 100 
miles down the Sungari from Harbin, 
‘An official announcement was issuetl 
jin which It was stated that 23 mon 
were killed by the outlaws, theso 
including the Japanese commander of 
‘the gunboat, four officers and elgh- 
teen sailors, elght of whom were 
Japanese, but according to those who 
live at Mulan, there were more 
kaillea, 

It is almost impossible to ascertain 
‘exactly how the fight began, but from 
the loss of lives on the Japanese side, 
it Is ovident that the outlaws must 
hhave been well armed and in such 
numbers that they wore not in the 
least afraid of the gunboat, Villagers 
in the district state that the fring 
was very heavy. In any case, this 
Is the worst loss that the Japanese 
hhave suffered from outlaws, or as 
they are called by the Chinese, “Anti- 
Japanese volunteers,” for some con- 
Siderable time, and the loss sustained 
will make the’ erows of the gunboats 
‘more careful in future, specially as 
the success achieved by the outlaws 
will make them bolder,

Centres Mtoused in Temples 

‘Tho rural school, including a 
kindergarten at the entre, isa much 
simpler affair in both butlding and 
equipment. Besides the open ‘space 
out-of-doors, all activities are housed 
Jn temples, anicestral halls and other 
Public buildings, whieh the local 
people have offered to thelr workers 
for use. In fact, the first. thing 
workers did, after selecting the site 
for the centio, was to open windows 
through the walls of these building 
0 that thero might be light. ‘The 
light at once exposed the dust, ae 
cumulated through the years, whieh 
‘was swept clean, ‘The inner room, 
reserved for unceatral tablets or idols, 
hhad to be boarded oF curtained. Then 
the temple was dedicated anew for 
the education of the children. 

‘The educational work of all centres 
is very’ much alike. - Small -differ~ 
fences are due to local conditions and 
personnel. A brief deseription of the 
educational work might be In order 
here.

‘over 500 persons in a thickly settled 
region, Within a radius of five Ii 
there is a population of over 10,000, 
and the whole chu, or district, 
fan area of 475 square li, and boasts 
1 population of 65,442.

"There 
fre G9 students in the first to fourth 
arades, 47 in” the ffth and sixth 
Grades! and 24 inthe kindergarten, 
making a total enrolment of 140 
students, ‘there are also adult classes 
‘of both elementary. and advanced 
Hrades in the afternoon, and evening 
classes for women and mon ‘respec 
tively with a total enrolment of 179.

Japanese Urge Increase of Military Forces: Several] 
Immigration Proposals 
From un Own Comnronoeer 


Mukden, Aug. 26. 

‘That no Jess than 140,000 Japanese 
were killed and wounded is the total 
‘estimate of casualties in Manchoukuo 
since 1981, according to a recent 
statement,” These losses still con- 
tinue to mount and, despite occasional 
platitudes to the effect that peace and. 
order has been restored, Japanese 
Military Authorities urging the neces- 
sity of large Increase in their forces 
here, recently deseribed the country 
ag still “oversrun with bandits.” The 
truth, as usual, lies between these 
two extremes, 


OMeiat figures propared by the 
Japanese police in sinking showed 
‘that banditry in 1935 was worse than 
in 1994, in that a greater number of 
Bandit ‘appearances were recorded. 
‘the aggregate number of bandits re- 
ported was much larger andthe 
amount of damage done by the ban- 
ddits was vastly greater. No less then 
21,000 persons were reported kid 
apped, over 2,700 were killed, over 
3,400 wounded, more than 5,800 cases 
‘of Incendiarism were reported and 
‘the total damage ran into millions 
of yuan. 


‘This year reports from some sec 
tions Jn the north show an improve- 
ment, but strong bands are still 
operating in the eastern part of the 
country, the most serious attack re 
ported being that of a band of 2,000 
bandits who besieged the large town 
of Fusung, in the northern part of 
Antung, Provinee, Oficial estimates 
placed the total ‘number of bandits 
fon December 31, 1995, at 38,605. The 
‘maximum number, as usual, was re- 
ported for August and September, 
at something over 65,000. Both of 
these figures were much less than the 
corresponding numbers. for the 
‘ceding year, despite the tremendous 
Increase in the amount of damage 
reported. 


Bandit Seavon at Its Height

"The Overseas Ministry and te 
Japanese Army are endeavouring 10 
hhave the settlement of Japanese in 
Manchoukuo adopted as a national 
policy of Japan. "If North Manchou- 
kuo Is peopled with Japanese," say 
‘the military authorities, "Communica 
tons can be extended and operated 
with safety, in the event of war.” 

Many schemes have been put for- 
ward, but the one which calls for 

000,000 Japanese within the next 
twonty years and $00,000 Koreans 
within the next ten is most favoured 
at present. For the promotion of 
Korean immigration the Manchurian- 
Korean Colonization Co, with head- 
quarters at Hsinking and capitalized 
At ¥.10,000,000 is to be formed, white 
the Korean-Manchurlan Colonization 
Co, with the headquarters at Socul 
‘and a capital of ¥.20,000,000 will come 
into existence this month. Korean 
settlers are to be confined as much 
‘as possible to regions near the Korean 
Border and in Chlentao Province. 














‘Small Farms for Settlers 


Contrary to earlier suggestions 
large-scale farming, involving eulti- 
vation with tractors, or the ownershin 
fof large herds of cattle, is to be dis- 
couraged as incompatible with a 
polley of mass immigration, leading 
As it would to the employmyent of 
labourers who would own no pro- 
erty, and to the creation of class 
differences. Settlement by farmers 
‘who would each have no more land 
than they themselves could cultivate 
is preferred. 

Fifty acres a family is suggested os 
the ideal unit. One half for cultivated 
fields, 45 per cent. for pasture 
land ‘and the remaining 5 per cent. 
for house, barns and vegetable ar 
dens, is the allotment suggested. Each 
farmer is supposed to have 30 sheen, 
two horses, pigs and chickens. ‘The 
plan calls for genuine farmers. “As 
peace and order are being maintain- 
ed in Manchoukuo, the need for send~ 
ing armed emigrants is gone,” accord- 
ing to the statement which appeared 
almost simultaneously with the army 





statement that the country was over- 
Fun with bandits. 

Tt is odmitted that government 
subsidies are required, and the sum 
of ¥.1,000 a family is stated as the 
‘proper amount. This would cover 
transportation and provide for educa- 
tion and. medical care. In addition 
loan’ of about ¥.2000 at low in- 
terest’ and repayable over a long 
period ‘will be needed by cach 
family. 

‘The Manchuria Colonization Co, 
‘already holds about 1,700,000 acres 
near Chiamussu and it Is. proposed 
that the first colonies should be set- 
led there. An announcement this 
month from the Kwantung Army 
headquarters stated that $00 Japanese 
soldiers will be settled im Manchou- 
kkuo next April as the nucleus of the 
new colonies. The sixth graup of 
Immigrants, scheduled for the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year, March 1038, 
fs set at 10,000 families.’ Farmers are 
to be put on 2,500,000 acres near 
Huiln, 2,500,000 near Kuoliuchen and 
1250,600 round Aigun, all near the 
Soviet border. ‘Those who raise live- 
stock are to have 5,000,000 acres in 
four localities, all near the Soviet 
border, Gold miners are to be 
Teeated at Aopu likewise convenient 
to that border and forest workers 
fre to get 1,280,000 acres in Kirin 
Provinee. 





Partiat Ban on Chinese 


Efforts are to be made to check: 
the Influx of Chinese coolies from 
Shantung whose presence Is described 
ag harmful to the living standards 
ff the Japanese. In spite of restric 
tions 10472 Chinese coolie _im- 
migrants, one-fifth of the number 
females, landed at Dairen in July— 
1H42 coolles left for China by 
sieamer in the same month, but only 
fone fenth of these were’ females. 
‘The arrivals were over 4000 Yess than 
Jn duly, 1995. This net gain of 3,000 
Chinese immigrants a month is small 
‘when compared with the numbers 
xlven in the Japanese plans, but it 
ust be remembered that the influx 
‘of Chinese Is reasonable and that 60 
per cent. of the total migration each 
Year Is completed before June.

IN WUCHANG 


Doubly to Detriment of 
Property Owners 
Front Oun Own Comsrsroxexr 


‘Wuchang, Sept. 4. 

‘The birth pains of modernization 
are painful anywhere in the world 
‘and perhaps more so in China than 
in most of the other nations) ‘The 
sight that greets the eyes of the 
returning Wuchang resident this 
autumn will certainly impress upon. 
hhim the amount of destruction that 
is necessary ‘to provide an old Chi- 
nese city with the outward aspects, 
of a modern elty. 

Gov. Yang's road building _pro- 
gramme is going forward at a re- 
markable pace. The completion of 
the Changkal on July 1, only marked 
the beginning of the’ construction 
which is to have as its goal 48 new 
roads through the city in the next 
few years. “At the present time, an 
extension of Hanyangmen through 
to the old remnanis of the city ‘wall 
fs under ‘construction and» show 
evidence of being as rapidly com- 
pleted as the Changkal was during. 
the spring. Outside the litle east| 
gate further road construction | 
going on where a very wide motor 
Foad is being constructed to connect 
with other roads to oullying towns 
land villages. 


It might be interesting to mention 
in connection with this programme 
something of the pains “mentioned 
al "To the Anglo-American 
‘mind which is steeped in the concept 
Of “due process of law,” it is distinct 
ly shocking to see the costs of this: 
progress. "In either of the ‘above 
mentioned countries when the land 
or buildings of a private citizen 
Is taken away, itis accom- 
panied by some remuneration as sot 
by the government. 


Remuneration in Name Only 


‘This practice has been occasionally 
followed in China, but the remunera- 
lon has often been provinelal bonds 
or something of distinctly limited 
value. In the present programme, 
however, not only have ‘the peopl 
living along the streets been de- 
rived of thelr property without ro- 
‘muneration of any kind, but a new 
‘and distinctly ingenious’ method hat 
been devised to accentuate the losses. 

‘The method now being used in- 
volves two areas of property. The 
property facing on the strect is phy- 
sieally ‘appropriated to. the extent 
necessary for the actual street area. 
‘Then, in back of this property, a 
line ‘ts drawn which is called 3 
“special benefit area.” All property 
which falls within either of these 
‘areas’ s then subject to an assess 
‘ment which is justified on the sup- 
Posed benefils of having a modern 
Street near thelr properties. 

‘The general reaction to such a 
programme is one of considerable 
bitterness on the part of the 
population involved, and since the 
programme is likely to affect a major 
Part of the property owners in the 
city, the accumulated opposition may 
prove to be rather important. In 
Addition to these methods of a legal 
nature, the setual construction is 
causing further discontent, particu 
larly in the surrounding countryside 
where other Toads are being built 


‘Surface Soll Sequestered 








T had occasion to talk with some 
of the farmers near 
roads which cut

He 





when earth was needed for grading, 
the builders had stripped oft the top 
soll in some places as far back as 
300 yards from the road itself. As 
the farmer pointed out, most of this 
top soil Is brought in from the take 
voltom or from the river, and the 
underlying clay is worthless for 
farming purposes. The general losses 
from this type of needless and care- 
less appropriation have been import 
ant through these arcas where the 
new roads were built. 

‘The whole problem is one which 
needs rather careful study. ‘There Is 
no question that roads are needed 
‘and that they contribule much to 
he progress and improvement of 
the city. Yet, such progress might 
bbe rather dearly bought in the event 
that It means the impoverishment of 
large numbers of the property own- 
ing class. In impressing so firmly In 














the minds of the population the fact 
that improvement’ means suffering 
and capital losses, the encouragement 
‘of civie-mindedness may be perman- 
ently sacrificed. 

With schools reopening in Wu- 
chang. the effects of a very good 
‘agricultural season are being felt. 
Registrations are high and in some 
‘schools the accomodations are being 
pressed to the limit. Central China 
“College is experiencing one of the

SOOCHOW-NANZING 
HIGHWAY 


Excellent and Thoroughly 
Enjoyed Trip 
Frost Ovt Own Conmaronsen 


Soochow. Ku, Aug. 29. 
On Tuesday of this week 1 found 
myself turning towards the bus 
‘station where T planned to board the 
bbas bound for Nanzing. Tho shining 
new vehicle drow up at the kerb and 
‘and I was given ticket and check for 
my baggage and told “no. tips al- 
Towed." T looked about 10 seo what 
vintage it might be, for as so often 
Esppens ti ew ‘ines get ‘the old 
usses, To my surprise the very op- 
posite was the case. There were ait 
cushloned seats, curtains over the 
windows and plenty of knee room for 
which T breathed sigh of apprecia- 
ton. Presently the engine gave a 
roar and we were off, T soon dis 
‘covered that the noise was due to the 
fact that a diesel engine wes doing 
‘the work. 
Just a year ago T was over the road 
between " Soochow "and Bingbauns. 
‘At that time there were many places 
‘where the road was rough and the 
hholes had been patched with 
‘broken ‘brick and without binder, 
‘This vear there was a smooth surface 
over the entire distance, Competition 
fs keen between, the Soochow-Ka- 
shing Rallway and the bus line and 
hence every effort is being put for- 
ward to make motor iravel comfort 
fable and convenient, “It Is no x= 
‘aggeration to say that the road be- 
tween Soochow and Bingbaung is in 
100 per cent. better condition than. 
last year. At Bingbaung we turned 
off towards Nanzing. 

This new road has been open only’ 
2 fow months and when it was opened 
to trac, heavy rains washed out 
many sections of it 
heavy stones at the 
proceeding and repairs have been ef- 
{fected to the point that there is steady 
fravel over it, There arc. many 
places, however, where the driver 
hhad to ease down into the washouts 
‘and pull out the best way he could, 
Given another two months this road 
should 'bo in excellent condition, 


Over the whole distance to Nanzing 
cone is Impressed by the promise of an 
sbundant harvest.” Rice of the early. 
variety Is brown’ and the heads are 
Groping with the weight of ‘well 
developed rain, “Even the farmers 
admit that this year gives hope of a 
bountiful yleld, “Round Nanzing per 
simmons were being brouzht in. in 
reat hampers, At ono of the hongs 
T observed them taking the eholee 
big ones and. packing’ them ‘down 
in lime to mellow for future use.

‘The people at Nanzing were very 
cordial to me, a lone foreigner, Not 
fone word of disrespect was spoken 
during my two days in and round 
the ‘treated as: guest!

Re-Examination Necessary By 
Nanking Bureau 


Nanking, Sept. 5. 
Merchants and manufacturers in 
Kwangtung who had obtained trade 
marks registration certificates for 
their products from the Kwangtung 
authorities after November, 1919, are 
Fequired to present their certifleates 
fo the Ministry of Industry ‘Trade 
‘Marle Bureau for re-examination, a 
‘cording to a set of 10 regulations an- 
Rounced by the Ministry to-day.

It is not at all 
likely that this favourable balance 
will be seen in the latter half of this 
year, as bean supplies are short, and 
local prices too high to make export 
possible, while there are sure to be 
larger imports in the autumn owing 
to the demand for winter goods. 
Probably by the ond of the year there 
will be an adverse balance of about 
80,000,000 yuan.

WHAT JAPAN’S ARMY

Total of ¥.820,000,000 to Be

WHEN WE ALL WERE VERY YOUNG 


Thoughts of Shanghai in Centuries B.C.: Almost 
Forgotten Founder Has Scant Recognition 


In tho midst of 2 maze of narrow 
cobble-stone streets in the Chinese 
elty stands the Chun Shu Temple, 
dedicated to the memory cf the, 
founder of Shanghai, but known only 
fo a few. Prime ‘Minister of the 
Kingdom of Tsu, a foudal state which 
existed before the Tsin Dynasty (249- 
206 3.C.), Prine Chun Shun, whose 
name was Whang Shib, excavated the 
river Whangpoo. His ttle is well- 
remembered, but his work is for- 
gotten, 

‘The temple is in Fou Yu Street, 
fone of : the densely populated 
thoroughfares in. the Chinese city. 
Fenced in at a strect corner, it gives 
no inkling of its importance and rare- 
ly attracts any attention fsem a 
jeasual passer-by, Even inquivies in 
the vieinity about its location seldom 
produce a ready reply. Oddly enough, 
Shanghai to-day still bears his name, 
being called “Shun. “Hence “Shun 
Pao", a local Chinese daily, means 
]"Shanehal Newspaper.” ‘The Whang- 
poo popularly is called Whang Shih 
[Poo, or Chun Shun Klang, 

‘Obscure Iistory 

Very little is known of the history 
‘of the temple. A talk with | the 
‘owner of the land, who is also diree- 
tor of the temple, elicited the casual 
information that it had been built by 
his ancestors a few generations agu. 
‘The original site was a place known 
‘as San Mou Ku, outside the Chinese 
City's North Gate, which is along 
Avenue Edward Vil, to the east of 
Shantung Road und’ west of Honan 
Road, on the Settlement side of the 
street, near Honan Road. The temple 
was “damaged during the Small 
Sword Uprising, at the time of the 
‘Talping Rebellion, 

‘On its present site, the temple has 
few followers, and rarely have cand- 
les been lit and incense burned.

When Shanghal Was Young 
Shanghal was first recorded in his- 
ory in B.C. 2205, in the reign of Yu 
Huang, of ‘the Hsia dynasty. About 
BC. $00, the city. belonged to the 
Kingdom’ of Wu. Though the king- 
dom commanded but a. small terti- 
tory, as there existed numerous other 
kingdoms in the country, Shanghal 
Was not mentioned in the records of 
Wu. Before the kingdoms were 
united by Chin Shih Huang, Shang: 
hhai_was included in an enormous 
territory given to Prince Chun Shun 

‘The Woosung Kiang, now known as 
the Soochow Creek, and the Whang- 
poo destined Shanghai to become a) 
cosmopolitan city, though its impor- 
tance was not recognized until the 
early Yuan dynasty. The two rivers, 
‘according to historians, "formerly 
owed scparately into the sea, the 
Woosung Kiang emptying into. the 
mouth of the Yangtze River, and the 
‘Whangpoo cutting across Pootung and 
flowing eastward into the sea. Owing 
fo constant silting, the Woosung 
Kiang became unfit’ for navigation, 
causing grave concern to the authori- 
les. As a means of conservancy, MZ, 
Yeh Chun-han, during the ing 
dynasty, recommended excavating 
canal, from Hongkew to Lunghua, to 
Join the two waterways. This scheme. 
Subsequently was adopted and thus 
the Whangpoo was. turned ‘into the 
‘Woosung Kiang by means of 3 canal 
called Va Ka Pang. 

‘Though the name of the Woosung 
Kiang later was changed to Soochow 
Creek, the mouth of the river. still 
relains its name, Woosung.

reduced. ‘The bus and tram services, 
being centred in the downtown and 
the more properous districts these 
days, serve but one hundredth of 
the” streets inthe Settlement, 
estimating conservatively. “A. resl- 
dent in the ‘Western District, for 
instance, while golng to his ‘office 
near the" Administration building, 
would find it very. convenient to 
lake a riekshaw to the nearest bus 
stop, and even more convenient but 
more expensive to take the rick- 
shaw direct to his olice, to avold 
the feeling of a sardine ‘packed in 
the ‘buses “or ‘tramears..

MURDER OF TWO 
BEING SOUGHT 


Man and Woman Had Been 
Strangled and Hidden 


‘The Chineso man and woman 
whose bodies wore found concealed 
under the flooring of a Chinese 
“hospital” in Chaoufoong’ Road of 
the evoning of Sept, 10, had bee 
murdered, it wai lenrned ‘on Sept, 1], 

Both hed been strangled, the man 
having @ rope and a bandage round 
his neck “and the ‘woman. a tight 
bandage, ay well as a gag’ or ‘chloro- 
form-pad in her mouth. ‘They had 
bbeen dead for several weeks and it, ( 
‘was only beeause of a large quantlly 
of lime packed about them that the 
bodies were in a comparatively freah 
slate when discovered, 

‘Tho “Hongkew Women's Hospital 
200 Chaoufoong Road, had been con 
ducted by two Chinese physielans, a 
man and a woman, both named Liang, 
but epparently ‘not related. to each 
other, TL was earned that “day that 
operations had been performed at the 
institution and the ‘theory was ad: 
vanced that the woman victim was 

wurdered because such an operation, 
performed on her, threatened to be 
fatal, ‘Tho man, ‘according to thls 
theory, had knowledge of this. tact 
either ‘through some clove relation 
ship with the woman or through 
being present when the alleged opera- 
tion was performed. The woman 
appeared to bo young end of the 
better class, her hands being delicate 
and well-groomed, 


























‘Traced to Concession

the “hospital,” had eft the house, 
with some cf thelr belongings, on 
Seplember 7. The Police were able 
to” trace. thelr patho to a. house 
off Boulevard de ‘Montigny, that day, 

ut it was revealed that. they only 
passed one day at that house, On 
Sept. 8 they set forth again for an 
unknown destination. 

‘A new" search for bodies was con- 
ueted by the Police at the “hospital 
yestorday afternoon, ‘but none were 
iscovered. ‘The otiginal find ‘was 
‘made after neighbours had reported 
that something seemed to be amiss 
Jat the house.

A magnificent new bullding, worthy 
in every respect of the second larg 
est privately-organized. university. In 
China, was opened by the Aurora 
University in Avenue Dubail on 
September 12, Over 2,000 invita 
Vlons to Iéading educationalists, ofl- 
elals, and prominent local residents 
have been issued by the Rev. Gy 
Germain, Rector, and the professors 
of the ‘universiiy for .the opening 
eeremony and for the exhibition of 
uncient and modern books, engray- 
ings, and artistic bindings’ recently 
brought to China from France, which

‘The new building is the finest and 
most modern of a group standing in 
revennieen acres of ground, A dozen 
els of designs were prepared by the

was made, Dominating an’ aren of 
jen acres itself, the building is four 
toreys high, above a basement and 
strikingly’ colourful in. its facing 
of red tiles and grey stone triminings. 
A wide contral entrance, looking 
northwards, and innumerable large 
vindows give ample indication of 
ry, well-lighted "Interiors, ‘The 
Juilding looks across the wide athletic

Interrupted Service to Start! 
Operating Once More 


From the beginning of September, 
vir malls have been despatched from 
‘Shangnai to Canton thrice weekly, 
‘and from Sept. 10, an all-air route to 
France Is once more being Inaugur- 
Jated, it was learned on Sept, 9. Let- 
ters ‘will be taken from Shanghai to 
Canton by China National Aviation 
Corporation ‘planes on Tuesdays, 
‘Thursdays, and Saturdays; from Can- 
ton to Hanoi by South-West Aviation 
‘Company machines; and from Hanoi 
to France by Air France. 

This service actually started some 
months ago, but was interrupted, 
firstly, when an argument arose be- 
tween’ the C.N.AC. and the S.W.A.C.

In a space of 
roughly Afty by thirty feet, the first, 
second, and third floors, and the attic 
have beon sub-divided Into eight 
lesser storoys connected by stairways. 
In this condensed space stand. the 
specially ‘arranged ‘ranks of  sicel 
shelves that hold the books, which 
aro all catalogued, cross-indexed and 
stored in thelr particular sections, 
yeady for use, From the various 
levels on which the book shelves 
stand, a small electric lift communi- 
cates with the reading rooms and on 
this books may be taken back and 
forth without unnecessary waste of 
time. 

‘Two reading rooms are provided; 
the larger, for the use of tho students, 
holds seats for 214 individuals; tho 
‘smaller, open to the general public, 
seats fifty. Both communicate dircet- 
ly with ‘the catalogue room. Modern 
Practice has been followed, and all 
volumes, are listed alphabelically by 
tile and by the author's name; in 
addition, a system of crors-indexin 
‘applicable also to the listing of the 
university's large lbrary -of Chinese 
books, is being introduced. A com- 
plete catalogue of the Chinese books 
Jand manuscripts in the great library 
Jat Siceawel is available for the use 
‘of both students and the general 
public, 




















Houses 212,000 Volumes

In the case 
of mail matter for which only ‘the 
air mail rate to Hanol or Hongkong 
had been paid, this would be deliver= 
ed through the ordinary postal chan-

‘Now Chinese law had developed on 
different lines to that of Occidental 
law. In olden days, it was based on 
general rules of conduct and not on 
the protection of individual rights. 
Tt rested on ethical grounds and 
moral standards. If Shylock’s case 
hhad come before a Chinese Court of 
the Ming dynasty, which more or 
Tess corresponded to the period, not 
only would it have been dismissed, 
‘but both creditor and debtor would 
have been severely punished for 
hhaving come to such an agreement 
in the first place, 


Imprisoned by Proxy 


Mr. Hsu then gave some examples 
of the workings of Chinese law in 
olden days. ‘The first one concerned 
the serving of sentences by proxy. 
If an old man was sentenced, say, 10 
fife | imprisonment, his son." or 
daughter might ask’ to be permitted 
to serve the sentence for ‘him, He 
or she was then acclaimed a dutiful 
child, acting in a spirit of filial piety, 
fone of the first virtues of human 
‘conduet. ‘To-day, a father might well 
be grateful if his son behaved him- 
self during his father’s _imprison- 
ment and did not squander away 
his parent's moncy. 

Under the old law, a father might 
ke a son to court for disobedience, 
and society and the court would 
frown upon the youth, for having 
broken their faith not only in filial 
piety, but in the sanctity of the 
family. ‘Then there was the example 
of vicarious responsibility, when a 
father might be held responsible tor 
the sins of his son, a husband for his 
wife, an employer for his servant, 
and so on. In the case of high tre: 
son, not only would close relatives 
be held equally to blame, but. also 
the offender's teachers of his youth. 
To-day, such a law would result in 
preposterous state of affairs, for 
half the population of China might

‘The Present System 


Turning to the present day, Chi- 
nese law was now certainly different 
from what it was during the old 
Imperial régime. ‘The changes were 
brought about not by artifcial means, 
but of necessity, and as a result of 
changes in the customs of society 
and the philosophy of tife. Many 
believed that China had made her 
Judicial reforms merely in an attempt 
to abolish extraterritoriality; he was 
of the firm opinion these’ changes 
would have come Into being even If 
extraterritorality had not existed, 
being found necessary as a result 
of contact with the West, the 
mingling of Chinese and Western 
civilization, the acquisition of West- 
‘ern politieal thought, the adoption of 
‘modern methods of determining right 
‘and wrong, and in the administration 
of justice, Ethical rules of conduct 
were not sufficient for a more com- 
plicated society. 

Code after code was enacted, taw 
after law passed, until today ‘China 
had a legal system which was mod- 
ern, answered to the needs of the 
time, could be favourably compared 
with any system in any part of the 





world, 
Many important laws had been 
parsed, including the Civil Code, 
Civil" Procedure Code, Criminal 


Procedure Code, and the ‘Trade Mark 
Law, over which there had been so 
many — quarrels recently. In the 
inception and adoption of these, the 
laws of the major powers in Europe 
and America were studied, and those 
that were found to be beneficial and 
easy of application were incorporates 


Important Aspect 

‘There was one important ‘aspect 
which was often the subject of com- 
ment from foreign quarters, Under 
the present Chinese system, judicial 
power was not allowed to interfere 
with executive power; questions of 
administration—for example, disputes 
‘between the executive ‘and. in- 
dividuals, or a claim for damages 
‘against ah official for an iMegal offcial 
act—eame not under judicial power 
but executive power. ‘This adminis 
trative law did not exist in England 
for America, but did in the law of 
China and certain countries in 
Europe, In England or America, the 
judiciary was independent of ' the 
executive, 

‘Chinese law, he said in conclusion, 
was eminently up-to-date, workable 
and progressive. If China’ had made 
any «progress in ler renaissance 
movement of the past three or four 
decades, he felt that the greatest 
had ben in the field of law and 
administrative Justice.

JAPAN'S CHINA POLICY 
A Conirast 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonri-Cuixa Dany News" 
‘Sim—An illuminating contrast of 
Japan's possible policies » towards 
‘China is offered on pages 10 and 11 
of your issue of Seplember 8. On 
tho’ one hand we have Japanese 
militant patriotic organizations re- 
solving, as a consequence of the 
Chengtis affair, upon the adoption of 
a “positive vigorous attitude” to- 
wards China, the “eradication” of 
antlJapanese’ sentiment and agitation 
in China, and “making” China pursue 

frlendly ‘relations with Jopan., 

By contrast you publish a Central 
News report” from Tokyo that 
Japanese intellectual circles are 
‘clamouring for a change of Japan's 
traditional policy vis-a-vis China 
“which was formulated under the 
{false impression that she would never 
become a unified State.” ‘The Japai 
esc intellectuals are urging that. the 

















the Tokyo message is full of 
‘great interest and tremendous poten- 
tlalites. 

All these who are genuinely con- 
cerned in a spiritual and. physial 
rapprochement between Japan and 
‘China must hope that here, at last, 
is the gleam of an approaching dawn 
‘which shall usher in a day of happier 
relationships between these 
neighbours, founded upon sincere 
‘mutual respect and equality, rather 
than the subordination of one to the 
‘other. 

‘The plea of the Japanese in- 
tolleetuals that their Government 
shall appreciate thata new China has 
emerged, rapidly achieving a true 
national’ unity, and in respect of 
which the old’ Japanese formula of 
treatment is no longer applicable, Js 
‘supported by the page taken from 
British relationships with China, 
which might well encourage Britain's 
Japanese admirers to press for a 
similar re-orientation ‘on Japan's 
part. In 1926 Great Britain, disre- 
‘garding the advice of soulitant groups 
of laymen in China and elsewhere, 
‘announced through Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain a new poliey towards Chin 
Bolying ‘the fears and protestations 
‘of betrayal on the part of some of 
her subjects, “the Chamberlain 
Memorandum ushered in a period of 
ood relations between Great Britain 
‘and China and mutual trust and 
respect between the British and 
Chinese peoples, 

It is important that this gleam of 
change of Japanese attitude towards 
‘China should be encouraged to the 
full. Every opportunity should be 
taken in cities in China, and parti- 
ularly in Shanghai, by well-wishers 
of a Japanese-Chinese rapprochement 
to urge upon local Japanese groups 
the desirability of salzing with both 
hands this opportunity to seek Chin- 
‘ese goodwill in the only way in which 
it can possibly be allained, that is, 
by a policy of mutual respect and a 
Jattempt to appreciate the root causes 
at present dividing Japan and China. 
May we plead with our local Japanese 
intellectuals ond liberals (0 come 
forward, at this vital moment, and 
Tend their support in bringing the 
resent tremendous potentialities for 
‘Sino-Japanese accord to fruition.

On 
September 2 she made purchases at 
the Hung Chong Ziang Exchange 
Shop, Avenue Road, and talked with 
two witnesses at this shop. ‘The gic] 
sald "Nowadays, itis not easy. to 
find a faithful Boy friend and para- 
‘mour, For instanee, one of my 
frlends was really a good girl, but 

1e was killed by her paramours 
with axes.” The two witnesses in- 
formed the pollee of what Miss Ling 
hhad sald and Miss Ling was ques- 
toned, 

"AL the police station, Miss Ling 
revealed details of the ‘brutal mur 

r. According to Miss Ling, Mr. 
‘Tsang continued, both che and the 
deceased woman, whose mutilated 
body was discovered in a black 
wieker suitcase on August 11 near 
the Shanghal Rowing Club, were 
employed ss waitresses at the Sun 
Co's Roof Garden. Recently, de- 
‘censed, whose name was Tsai’ Ying, 
worked as a waitress in the Sincere's 
Roof Garden. 

‘One day, Miss Ling, being a friend 
of fireman’ No, 050 of the Sinza Fire 
Station, brought the latter to the 
deceased's house off North Szechuen 
Road for the purpose of introduc- 
tion, but, upon arrival, they found 
fireman No, 231 of the’ Central Fire 
Station, was already in the house. 
‘On August 8 Miss Ling and fireman 
No. 650 again visited the deceased's 
holise, and again they found fireman 
No, 231 in the deceased's house. 

Firemen Quarrel 

According {o Miss Ling, a quarrel 
first arose between fireman No, 231 
‘and the deceased and then between 
the two firemen, the deceased being 
‘accused of being unfaithful for hav- 
ing changed her mind after being 
fireman No, 231's sweetheart, There 
yas lng sale, Datwoan the. two 
fireman and finally, th agreed 
to give up the deceased. Fireman 
No, 231 later suggested to fireman 
No. 650 that, since they had decided 
to give up the deceased, the deceased 
should be murdered and, eccordine 
to Miss Ling, this was agreed to by 
fireman No. 650. 

Miss Ling alleged that, after the 
two firemen had decided to Kill the 
deceased, fireman No. 231 took out an 
‘axe and made a surprise attack at 
the deceased whose neck was nearly 
severed as a result of the attack. 
Greally frightened at the ghastly 
‘affair, Miss Ling hurriedly left the 
‘deceased's house and did not know 
what happened afterwards. On 
August 9 and 10, Biss Ling met both 
the firemen at the amusement resort, 
bbut the murder was not mentioned 





























by elther of. them. 

"Then, at about 7 pm. on August 
10, fireman No. 680 brought Miss 
Ling to the deceased's house. Miss 
Ling refused to enter the house 


Upon entering the deceased's room, 
Miss Ling sald she found the black 
wicker suitease (produced in court) 
was already tied up with deceased's 
‘mutilated body Inside. Fireman No. 
231 was also in the house. The lat- 
ter was then wrapping up the de- 
ceased's severed head In a piece of 
cloth. ‘The head was then put in a 
‘Small basket which in turn was con- 
cealed ine straw bag. Then three 
Flekshaws were hired and took the 
Party 10 the Soochow Road where 
fireman No, 21 threw the basket 
containing the head into the Soochow 
Creek and the straw bag over a 
wall, Fireman No. 650 removed the 
runic from the rickshaw to a spot 
near the rowing club and they left.

Tt took nearly an hour for Mr.

After two other witnes- 
ses had testified, the two firemen 
were questioned.’ They both denied 
having committed the murder. Fire- 
man No. 650 fold the Judge that 
hhe had been falsely implicated be- 
cause Miss Ling held a grudge against 
hhim, “Biss Ling loved me and want 
ed to marry me, but I turned her 
down and, when she followed me 
to my house one day, 1 threw her 
Out.

They 
‘are alleged to be members of a gai 
Which has no connection with the 
three Cantonese, Yang Ven-tuo, Yih 
Hal-ten and Tseu  Suu-yoong, who 
were. slready charged with the 
murder of H. Nakayama. 

‘The frst suspect, Tscu, told the 
court that he came to Shanghai as a 
labourer, He became acquainted with 
the fourth suspect, Tsang in May 
last, and he also knew the third 
suspect. At the public | Safety 
Bureau, by the offcers of which he 
was arrested, he confessed to his 
part in a plot to kill a Japanese be- 
Cause he was tortured. ‘The suspect 
sdmitted ‘that on November 11, 
Three days after Nakayama's murder, 
he sent $50 by mail to his native 
district, but said this was his own 


money. 

‘Teeu further stated that, when the 
third suspect stayed at his home, he 
‘once had a conversation with him, in 
the course of which Zung revealed 
that one Shih Feng-ting had asked 
him to killa Japanese and later 
Shih said he had been told to do 
IL ‘Tsou denied being a member of 
‘an assassination gang, but, under 
lose questioning, he admitted know- 
ing a man by the name of Hwa Keh- 
‘ee, an_alleged Communist having 
close connections with Gen. Chen 
‘Ming-chu, who used to pay him $20 
‘month when he was jobless in 
‘Shanghai. 

‘Tsang ‘Tse-min, who broke one of 
his legs when he wos arrested in a 
Hoopeh Road hotel some time ago, 
created a mild sensation in the 
court. when he admitted that he was 
Involved in the attempt on the life 
of Mr. Wang Ching-wel, former 
president of the Exteutive Yuan. 
‘As to. the murder of Japanese, 
‘Trang sald he did not take part. 
‘As a matter of fact, Tsang said, he 
ienew ‘none of the three other sus- 
peets in court. ‘Tsang repeated his 
Fequest that he be sent back to 
Nanking for trial in the Weng case. 

‘Questioned whether he had played

McMahon Guilty: Alleges 


London, Sept. 14. 

After a dramatic trial, in which be 
‘made the sensational statement thal a 
foreign Power had offered him money 
to shoot the King, Andrew McMahon 
was sentenced to 12 months’ imprison- 
ment with hard labour, at the Old 
Bailey to-day, by Mr. Justice Greaves 
Lord, 

‘MeMahon was found “guilty” of all 
three charges against him, namely, 
being in unlawful possession of ? 
firearm with intent to endanger lit, 
‘presenting a pistol near the King with 
intent to break the peace; and un- 
lawfully producing the said — pistol 
with intent to alarm His Majesty. 

‘The highlight of the trial came 
when McMahon, taking the stand in 
his own defence, testifed that he 
‘had been in contact with a foreign 
Power in October, 1935, and. that 
it wanted him to do spywork, 

Replying in a quict tone to a ques- 
tion, MeMahon sald he received 
money from the Power concerned 
and gave the numbers of the notes 
he received to the War Omice.. A. 
representative of this Power, Me~ 
Mahon continued, had tried to in- 
Muence him against the British Gov- 
ernment. 





Recelved £150 for Act 
An arrangement was made that 
he should shoot the King at the 
presentation of colours to the Bri- 
gade of Guards at Hyde Park on July 
16, and he received £150 for this, 
so made for

Revolver Thrown Underhand 
“I saw that the King had stopped 
saluting and was staring in Me- 
fahon's direction,” witness continued, 
‘When I looked back again, McMahon 
had his arm raised and an’ object left| 
his hand and hit the King's horse: 

Cross-examined, Mrs. Yeomaa) 
agreed that, if McMahon hud wished, 
hhe could easily have fired. She said 
that MeMahon bent down and threw 
the revolver underhand. 

Anthony Dick, a special constable, 
described how he saw the prisoner’s| 
hand in the alr and just managed to| 
knock his arm away and then get 
hold of him.

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INDIA PROVINCIAL AUTONOMY 


Lord Linlithgow’s Sincerity in Dealing with Anxieties 
of States and Rulers 
Front A. Srictat, Conassvoxent 


Simla, Aug. 7. 

‘The Viceroy’s monsoon tour, con- 
cluded yesterday.” While in Benares 
and Rampur Statos, His Excellency. 
(ora Linlithgow) delivered format 
speeches of some importance. Both 
contained reforences to the subject 
of All-India Federation. A signif 
font passage Inthe Benares speech 
began as follows:—“The preparatory 
stage of the new Constitution 1s now 
‘well on Its way to conclusion, for on 
April 1, 1997, Provincial Autonomy, 
with the transfer which it Involves 
of great and solid responsibilities to 
the Provinces, comes into being”. His 
Exeelleney went on to say that all 
‘the omens at present were such as 
fo encourage him to hope that no 
dimiculty would be experienced in 
the next stage, namely, bringing Into 
operation the Federal ‘aspect of the 
scheme. He declared that “the iden 
of this Federation Is in many. ways 
fone of the most striking In the his 
tory of the world.” 

‘Commenting on the legitimate anx- 
feties which some States might still 
hold about the project, His Excellency 
remarked: "It is very natural that 
the Rulers called upon to take 
@ecislon of such importance, affect 
Jng not only themselves but their 
‘dynasties and their States, should be 
goncorned to ensure that they do not 
Go'so without @ just appreciation ‘of 
what is involved. But I feel no 
Goubt that “it should be possible, 
with but little dimeutty, to dispel 
any misunderstanding or misappre- 
hhensions whieh may exist, and I have 
under ‘my consideration ‘at this mo- 
‘ment steps particularly designed to 
faellitate the achievement of this 
result.

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CHINESE FOOTBALL 


By Butsut 
“If Your Majesty does not deem 
my words of small matter, 


graciously bestow a glance thereon, 
wrote a Chinese suppliant in 
memorial to his Emperor in the 
tenth century protesting against his' 
excessive indulgence in polo-play- 
ing. ‘This game, which is believed 
to have originated in China, has 
only « slight following among Chin- 
ese nowadays but thé memorialist 
‘would have been surprised to find 
another ten centuries later how 
astonishingly popular another game 
of equally ancient origin is proving 
in his own country, ‘That is foot 
ball which is probably the most 
popular sport in China, especially 
fn and around Shanghai, and not 
only attracts Its thousands of 
players and spectators but hns at- 
tracted the attention of European 
sporting circles since the visit of 
the Chinese team to Berlin as part 
of the Olympic contingent, Although 
the team is not returning to China 
Toaded with cups and medsis, it 
is returning with the knowledge 
‘that its prowess has been recognized, 
that European crowds have seen 
Chinese footballers at play and ap- 
reciated them, and thot a great 
compliment has been paid in the 
proposal of the Islington Corin- 
thians to embark on a world tour 
with the particular object of meet- 
ing teams in this part of the world. 
‘The Islington Corinthians may not. 
‘occupy in British sporting circles 
the same position as the Arsenal, 
Sheffield Wednesday, Sunderland or 
Everton, and other top notchers in 
the First Division, but they are one 
9f the leading amateur clubs able 
to demonstrate the game which 
draws its millions of spectators on 
Saturday afternoons throughout the 
winter, 








But like many things in China 
including sport and excluding golf 
which Walter Hagen and Joe 
Kirkwood are expected to show some 
time this winter—little research is 
needed 1o show that the game was 
invented in China and the Islington 
Corinthians are merely carrying 
coals to Newcastle. Chinese his- 
tory, extending over so long a 
period, has the embarassing habit 
of proving that in many instances 
discoveries by other younger 
peoples are merely the repetiticn of 
‘human experience, and that caution 
should be observed in jumping to 
conclusions before sweeping the 
dust of other countries’ historical 
tomes to find origins. Giles, in his 
“Adversaria Sinica,” finds that the 
‘game of football played in a manner 
trikingly similar to the present 

‘was played in this country 
fel centuries before Christ, and 
wz the period of the Warring 
States—the third and fourth 
centuries B.C—it formed a part of 
military training. Two thousand 
years ago, during the Han Dynasty, 
there existed a handbook on foot- 
ball comprising 25 chapters, which 
makes’ the Football Association 
handbook look very insignifteunt, 

Some doubt exists as to the 
precise way the game was played. 
‘There was an inflated ball made of 
Teather which was kicked about by 
rival teams, and even goalposts of 
a colossal size were in use but some 
‘accounts claim that the goaiposts 
were decorated with flags and the 
ball was kicked over the posts, 
something after the style of rugby. 
‘One siecount of a match played by 
two teams before an emperor on 
the occasion of his birthday men- 
tions a goal 30 fect high which, if 
used for kicking through instead 
of over, shows that they had a good 
sense of humour in those days and 
provided a target sufliciently large 
to enable them to score. This 
sentiment undoubtedly coincides 
with the views f some present 
day supporters of the game who 
cynically remark on why their 
Tocal teams always stay at the 
bottcm of the league instead of the 
top. Even in those ancient days 
crowd psychology was the same. 
‘Thera is no mention of attempts to| 
murder the referee for his decisions, 
but there was a very practical 
method of rewards and punish- 
ments to spur the teams to action. 
‘The winners, says Giles quoting an 




















‘account of one match, “were re- 
warded with flowers, fruit and 
wine, and even silver bowls and 
brocades. ‘The captain of the losing’ 
side was flogged and suffered other 
indignities.” 

Dribbling and passing seem to 
have been practised, and there was 
a net keeper somewhat similar to 
the modern goalkeeper. There was 
no lack of skill and agility, for 
there were many strange | and 
unusual movements and evolutions} 
which find no place on the modern. 
football field. ‘There were seventy 
different varieties of kicks and 
eleven different varieties of fouls. 
The player was exhorted to the 
following ideal: “The body should 
be straight as a pencil; the hands 
should hang down as though carry~ 
ing things; there should be great 
elasticity of movement; and the fect 
should be os though jumping and 
skipping.” This suggests a number 
‘of body movements somewhat, 
similar to the ancient form of box- 
ing in which a skilfully performed 
‘and graceful movement counted in 
the conduct of the game. Despite| 
these complications vague and in- 
comprehensible to the modern 
“soccer” player, there were giants 
of those days as there as giants of 
today. A Taoist priest in the six- 
teonth century was the Alec James 
of his time, According to the 
chronicler: 

He used shoulders, back, breast 
and belly, to take the place of his 
feet; “he ‘could withstand several 
‘antagonists, making the ball run 
around! his body without dropping. 
What a centre-forward for the: 

“Arsenal! 

















Against this historical back 
ground, worthy of far more serious} 
and detailed treatment than the 
sketchy outline in Giles’ book, the 
Islington Corinthians » will visit 
China if their plans are successful 
only to find that history has fore~ 
stalled them and that the impres- 
sion which the game has had is not 
new. but centuries old. With foot~ 
ball, polo and other games the: 
product of bygone Chinese ages 
there is possibly only one recourse | 
for European nations. That is golf, 
invented in Holland and perpetuat- 
ed in Scotland. Chinese history has| 
not yielded anything on this subject | 
‘although {ts resources are 50] 
tremendous that it would come as| 
no surprise to accompany the visit 
of Hagen and Kirkwood with an 
‘account of a golf game played in 
the Han dynasty, which was dis- 
tinguished for its'athletics. In any, 
case, as late as 1894 during the 
Sino~Japaneso war the game was 
strange to one sceptical Chinese 
officer in charge of the forts at} 
Newchwang. According to an ac- 
count quoted by Daniele Vare in 
hhis book on the life of the Empress 
Dowager

Having retained very pleasant me-| 
mories of last year's cruise round the| 
Parker and Chusan Islands, Mr. Ver- 
ier. owner and skipper of the 
brie] 11, issued an invitation to the| 
old “gang” again. this year to Join 
him in another but more extensive 
cruise: primarily to revisit some of 
the places anchored at last year and| 
then to push further south, along the! 
Chekiang Coast as far as time would 
permit. 

Unfortunately, last year's party 
‘could not all be rounded up as one| 
was absent on home leave. We, 
therefore, had to get new recrults. 
‘This proved to be an easy matter as} 
‘we“had more applications from vol- 
unteers eager to join us than we: 
‘could sign on, as accounts of our 
last_year's exploits had, apparently, 
freely circulated. 

‘When the party, eight in all, had. 
been selected and duly approved, we 
hheld_an “emergency” “meeting in 
order to assign duties to each mem- 
ber. In addition to the above we 
also hada crew comprising seven. 
Jmen, which included the cook, the 
boy and four dogs. 

All set for our goal but minus a 
member of the selected party who 
unfortunately was detained at the last 
minute in Shanghai, but who pro- 
mised to join us a week later at 
Sinklamen, Chusan Island, we board:

board. We were unfortunate enough 
last year to have run short of some 
of the essential “items” of our pro- 
vision, so took great care for this 
trip to have a well-stocked cellar. 

Keen Spirit of Adventure 

All being ready, we hoisted sails 
at 4 pm, and romped down to Woo- 
‘sung where we spent our first night 
ft anchor. Enthusiasm was, perhaps, 
hot as marked as it was last year,

ss _we were all anticipating a good 

While at anchor we encountered 
‘ur ‘first incident in the shape of an 
SOS. from a party anchored n 
us who had, apparently, run short of) 
that famous Scottish beverage which 
goes by the name of whiskey. Im- 
mediately a meeting was called at 
which it was decided to permit our- 
selves to be relieved of one bottle. 
We would have liked to have been. 
more liberal but our stock of whiskey. 
was not unduly large, besides, there| 
were 21 days ahead of us. We after- 
wards learnt that the party later 
came to grief and hoped that our 
benevolent attitude towards sailors 
1m distress had nothing to do with 
the aceident. 


At 630 am. Sunday, July 12, we 
weighed anchor and sailed away. 
under the able command of the 
owner. 

‘Our first day's sailing was simply 
slorious as we were favoured with 
beautiful weather and a fairly strong, 
cool and refreshing stern wind, $0 
the Gabriel 11, with all sails’ set 
lided majestically over a stretch 
of 73 miles to the South side of 
Parker Island where we anchored 
Jat 425 pm. and where three Cus- 
toms preventive cruisers were 
moored ‘and from which point they 
departed shortly after, 


Parker Island's Excellent Beach 


At 6 pm, we landed on a small 
but fine yellow sand beach to give| 
our dogs a run and some. exercise, 
returning to the yacht at 8 o'clock, 
[The usual practice upon returning 
to the boat in the evenings, while 
‘waiting for the evening meal, was 
for some of us to play bridge. They 
were mostly novices at the "game, 
‘yet professing 10 know all about 
Culbertson would have had a stroke: 
hhad he seen some of the play. 

T remember an evening in Medusa’ 
Creek when we played a rubber. I 
was the dealer and called one heart 
The opponent on my left doubled 
fone heart, I overealled my_partner's| 
fone spade by two hearts which was| 
doubled again, my partner went two| 
spades, 1 overcalled with three hearts 
which was doubled again, of course, 
and I made one over trick and went| 
game and rubber with 150 honours.

‘The usual routine was early to bed 
and carly to rise and cach night, 
after our frst evening, we slept on 
deck. “Dinner through, between 9.30 
and 10 pam. everyone had to pre- 
pare his own camp bed and select 
his “parking” space. In the morning 
we had to pack up and take our 
bedding into the cabins. After a 
cold shower, taken on deck, break- 
fast was served at about 7 am. 
consisting of ham and eggs. coffee 
‘and fruit. Meals were not ciaborate: 
‘affairs, but they were wholesome 
and plentiful. Unfortunately, T was 
tinder a. special diet, a fact often 
‘overlooked by the cook to the amuse- 
‘ment of my companions. 

At 8 am, the following day, with 
the exception of our skipper who 
had to remain on board to overhaul, 
cone of his auxiliaries, we went ashoro| 
for a swim and a ‘hike over the 
sandy hills. The island is bare and 
hat little or practically no vegetation. 
We returned to the ship at 1 pan. 
badly sunburned, and. this was. 
responsible for an abnormal use of) 
cocoanut oil. Tt was quite an amus-| 
ing sight with each one of us apply-

We weighed anchor at 330 pm. 
and motored into @ small harbour 
southwest of Stenhouse Island, a dis- 
tance of 5! miles, where we dropped. 

Landing at 
‘a small fishing village in order to 
explore the country, we found no- 
thing of special interest, ‘The weather 
was exceptionally cool and we had| 
to don our coats.

Island, 
15% miles away, where last year we 
discovered a very fine beach which 
would have made many a. Shanghal- 
ander open their eyes in wonderment 
at the discovery of such a fine sandy: 
‘beach within such easy distance—less 
than 80 miles ina direct line. We 
reached Tsuchang at 6.08 pam, and 
immediately boarded our small motor 
boat to go ashore. 

We remained at this anchorage for 
the whole of the next day and paid 
two more visits to the beach where 
we enjoyed a good swim. The second 
visit was, unfortunately, cut short 
by a thunderstorm, the first rain 
since we left Shanghai, and we wel- 
comed the event of a good shower 
‘of rainwater: 

‘The July 16 found us anchored at 
1.08 pam, in Changtau harbour which 
We reached by rounding Tsuchang. 
sland from the East, We had sailed 
about 29. miles under excellent 
‘weather conditions and were very 
hungry and anxious to sit at our 
‘midday meal which, on this occasion, 
Proved to be a source of annoyance 
to me, as I was forgotten by the 
cook again who falled this time to 
Dake my usual meal of two potatoes 
jand boiled cabbage. I was furious 
‘ot so much on account of the wrong 
‘menu as for the fact that I had been 
ignored in spite of my being the 
biggest nolse-maker on board. 




















Approaching ‘Typhoon, 


Changtau has nothing attractive 
beyond being a good shelter in bad 
weather, with plenty of deep wat 
here we stayed for two days as we 
were uncertain of the direction in 
which typhoon was heading. 

Our next destination was Sinkla 
‘men, a fishing port, situated at the 
southeast corner of’ Chusan Islands, 
a distance of 23 miles which we 
reached at § pm, on the 18th, hav 
Ing had to anchor for som: 
the entrance of Changlau 
owing to presence of a den 
whieh rendered navigation  danger= 
ous. We had, however, _suffcient 
time to call at Pootoo on the way. 

‘At Sinklamen, we were joined, a1 
arranged, by the missing member of 
the party. We missed him before 
hho jonied’ us but the situations was 
reversed afterwards, On the {ole 
Towing day five of our party hired ¢ 
small junk and sailed back to Poo- 
too for lunch while the remainder 
had lunch with Monseigneur De- 
fevre, the Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Ningpo at the Mission House. We 
returned the compliment by’ invit- 
ing him to dinner that night. ‘The 
following motning, Monday, the 20th, 
was spent in marketing," although 
very little was procurable except 
fish, pork and some fruit and veget- 
ables. * 

At 135 pan. we weighed anchor 
and started on the socond leg of 
four cruise and over ground une 
explored ‘by us before. We sailed 
straight into Nimrod Sound and an- 
chored in Merusa Creck, a distance 
of about 45 miles, arriving at 7.45 
pam. Tt was already dark and the 
skipper had almost to. guess hls 
way: in addition to the sails we 
used the motor a part of the way. 
The weather was fine and the 
scenery extremely beautiful, greatly 
resembling the Inland Sea of Japa 

At the “anchorage we found the 
Customs preventive steam launch 
Kiaots!, commanded by Mr. Norman, 
who very obligingly gave us the 
Tatest information on the typhoon 
which had already been announced 
while we were at Sinkiamen,

The next morning the Kiaotsi lett 
her anchorage and. steamed out of 
the Medusa Creok, promising to re- 
turn again before’ hoon to give us 
the ‘exact position of the typhoon, 
and its course. As promised, the 
Kinosti returned at 1135 am.’ and 
informed us that if the typhoon did 
not alter its course it would pass 
close by within 30 hours whieh did 
not give us much time to go an 

where, so remained within the safety 
zone. ‘Our skipper, always well ad- 
vised on such malters, decided to 
remain in Medusa Creok until we 
hhad heard more about the typhoon 
over the radio about which we had 
reports twice daily ftom Zikawel. 
We were very grateful indeed to 
Mr. Norman and greatly appreciated 
his return to Medusa Creek for the 














‘On July 14, we awoke at an early 
hour cheering “Viva la France.” The 
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express purpose of furnishing us 
with this information and to avail 
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‘ourselves of this opportunity to con- 
vey to him our sincere thanks. 

‘As we were compelled to remain 
in Medusa Creek for some time, we| 
took things leisurely and only 
Janded at 6 pm, on the north side 
of Medusa Creck for a walk; also| 
for the benefit of our dogs. A. few] 
yards from the spot where we land-| 
ed (this is the only place where there| 
{s a good and regular pier we met a| 
few Chinese marines, stationed there| 
‘af guardians ‘of the peace, 

‘Unfortunately, none of us had our 
visiting cards nor any documents to 
prove our identity, so informed the 
foffcer-in-charge we would all again| 
the next morning, which we did] 
without fall.

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‘The ofcer and men under his 
command proved to be very oblig- 
ing. “He informed us that we were 
to consider ourselves at. liberty to 
roam ‘where we wished in the sur- 
rounding hills and be assured of 
perfect safety while doing £0,  the| 
only danger being Snakes which, 
however, were not polsonous “and. 
which could easily be destroyed by 
the swift stroke of a bamboo cane, 
He showed us how to do this. 

AL 8 am, on the 22nd, as the 
typhoon ‘was still heading" towards| 
Us, our skipper, always. mindful of 
his responsibility, — wolghed — anchor| 
‘and moored deeper in the creek, 
lose to the hills, s0 as to be better| 
protected should’ the typhoon veer 
In our direetion. 

‘Medusa Creek offered a wonderful 
sight; in’ every way it had the ap-| 
pearance of an inland sea, surround- 
cd by hills, some of them towering 
about 2,000’ fect. ‘The formation of 
the hills is particularly attractive, 
well-covered with shrubs, pine trees 
and bamboo groves. ‘The only fault 
in the entire section was the muddy, 
condition of the shores, with but few| 
sandy spots here and there where 
the water is clear. One may land 
almost. anywhere and immediately 
Spot a stone-paved footpath » which 
appear to be endless and leads all 
along the creek at about 100 to 200 
feet above the creek’s water level. 

By following these footpaths one’ 
4s Ted from "one hill to another 
among shrubs, pine trees, bomboo 
roves, with the scent of alr pervad: 
Ing the ‘hills. “At each turn of 
footpath one is confronted with 
new and beautiful panoramic view, 
tach different from the other. Si

Dest scenery found 
country round the Medusa Creek is| 
very thinly populated, but the few 
Inhabitants to be found about are al 
very fine and friendly type of people| 
fand extremely obliging. They read.

‘As there were no signs of typhoon| 
approaching, the barometer not re- 
istering any fall, we decided to go 
{o the end of the'ereek in our small 
motor boat. We landed at a pier 
Which seemed to be the remains of 
fan old bridge. As soon as we got 
fathore we walked through a bamboo| 
jyrove with well-kept _ stone-paved. 
footpaths for about a mile and dis 
‘covered a fine fresh water brook, we 
followed this brook up hill and found| 
A most refreshing looking pool where} 
we had a swim anda good rubdown. 

Hoge King Crabs Bought 

In Medusy Crock two large King] 
Crabs were offered for’ sale which 
‘we bought, this being a fairly rare! 
specimen of its kind in this part of 
the world. ‘They were eventually’ 
cooked and in the opinion of those| 
who ate them (not having sampled 
them myself I cannot express. a 
personal opinion) it was the best 
kind of crabmeat ever tasted. A 
deseription of the King Crab may be 
found’ upon reference’ to Webster's 
Dictionary. 

‘On July 23, having learnt through| 
the ‘radio. that’ the typhoon had! 
changed its course and was heading| 
for Japan, we left Medusa Creek and| 
motored round Nimrod Sound—there 
being hardly any wind—as for as It 
was safe to go with our 9-foot draft 
boat and anchored for the night at] 
the entrance of Nimrod Sound. 

‘Nimrod Sound is elosoly associated| 
with Chinese classic history and also| 
with the carly days of China's inter-| 
course with the Western Powers. 
Without a doubt the place is a 
urandiose one and we were all glad| 
of the opportunity we had to vistt 
Ht, a spot whlch will ive all of us} 
great pleasure to re-visit at some. 
future date, It has to be seen to be| 
appreciated. 

‘Our next destination was Shihpu| 
fa small seaport on the coast of Che-| 
Ikiang. We expected to make it in| 

ye day bul, unfortunately, encoun 
tered too strong a head wind and] 
with the current against us we made 
very lilite head-way so were foreed| 
to anchor for the night at Ching-

‘AU I18 pm, on July 25 we reached 
Shihpu, the. turning. point of our 
etuise,’ We could not go as far as 
‘Wenchow as at first anticipated. for 
too much time had been lost in dodg-

Shihpu Is a fine small seaport! 
situated a little more than half way 
between Shanghai and Wenchow, It 
Is an excellent deep water shelter 
during the typhoon weather and a 
ort of call much favoured by the 
Fukionese fishermen, 

‘One must really know the coast; 
well to Tocate the spot, for without 
the ald of the excellent “British 
‘Admiralty Charts, which are available, 
to sorve as a guide and the two light 
Thouser which mark the entrance of 
the harbour, no one would ever 
suspect its existence as it is protected 
‘and lidden from the open sea by a 
ange of hills and the entrance is in 
the shape ‘of the Teller S. It is 
directly connected, by regular steam- 
‘ship lines, with Shanghai and Wen- 
chow, “each line having 
pontoon, 

"The town is built on the hillsid 
and it has a post office. No telegrapt 
station but, instead, it has telephonic 
‘connection with Wenchow. The China 
National Aviation Corporation has 
service wireless station there. 

‘The town appears to be prosperous 
and Koasts of a fairly long main street 
lined on both sides with shops which 
are well stocked with sundry oods. 
Tt has ite own electric light ‘plant. 
As a harbour, it. gained prominence 
uring the Sino-French War in 1804. 

‘The afternoon -of our arrival was 
spent sightseoing through the town 
Which "is reminiscent of old.

September 4—Looking back in my 
iary T'find that about a year ago

THE KING’S “QUIET” HOLIDAY: FIFTY YEARS OF 
FUR FASHIONS

‘Mirror discovered early that it was 
hot aecessary to say all that he was 
thinking. But no king ean stop the 
reporting of all that he is doing 

When King Edward went off on a 
Yachting holiday in the Adriatic, it 
was particularly announced that’ no 
Programme of his movements would 
be published. He wished to be free 
and unobserved. And what happens? 
At every port where the yacht puts 
‘in, special correspondents are wait- 
ing, welcoming aeroplanes darken the 
‘sky and the inevitable guns boom 
their salute. He tried to dance at 
some café the other evening, but had 
to stop owing to. the crowds that 
swarmed on to the floor for the 
honour of dancing on the same floor 
as the King. A waiter begged a box 
‘of matches from him as a souvenir, 
‘and sold them afterwards for a shill: 
ing a match. Even if His Majesty 
ean escape the crowds on shore, 
there are always those two British 
destroyers accompanying the yacht 
to remind him that he Is not a free 
‘man, 

‘Yet how can it be otherwise? King 
Victor Emanuel of Italy as a young. 
man gave great offence in Rome by 
shunning publicity and expensive 
ceremonies, shutting up most of his 
castles, and going for long drives in 
the Campagna with his beautiful 
Queen. “It we pay for the expense 
of a King, we do think we might be 
allowed to see him," grumbled the 
Romans. And now he pays the 
Penalty by being reduced to a mere 
name, King Edward has always 
Been a vivid, surprising personality; 
there is intense curiesily as to what 
he will do with his reign; and he is 
the last monarch of a Great Power, 
excepting the Emperor of Japan, 
whose throne implies a stable point 

fa reeling world. Nothing is more 
interesting, or more hopeless, than 
to speculate as to what will succeed 
the Hitler's, Mussolini's, Stalin's and 
‘whatever dictatorship ‘may emerge 
from the blood bath in Spain, For 
it seems to be the rule that tyrants 
eave no successors, and one cannot 
Imagine elther Hitlerism, Fascism oF 
Bolshevism continuing to'run on even 
wheels when the lynch-pin has been 
removed. Sono. wonder people 
seramble for King Edward's matches 
and cigarette stumps. 




















Fur Fashions of Fifty Years 


‘The evenings are already growing 
chilly enough to make one think of 
furs, apropos of which the “Evening 
Standard” has Interviewed a. Mr. 
Hunt who has been working for 50 
years in the same furrier's office in 
the City. Most of the -wholesale 
fur merehants are gathered in 
‘Thames Street, a narrow dingy street 
which slants off from the Boltom of 
Queen Victoria Street near Black- 
{rlars bridgo, and leads to Billingsgate 
sh market.’ Like the street, the fur 
offices are ‘narrow and dingy. But 
it is a fairly safe rule in the City, 
that the meaner-booking. the ofice, 
the betler the business, and the fur 
tendo certainly seems pretty pros- 
perous, 

‘Mr. Hunt recalls that in the ‘nine- 
ties, women favoured boleros, a short 
wasp-waisted coat usually "with a 
{fringe of tails, stoles, and capes. ‘The 
Jatter are again fashionable and in 
appearance much ike the capes of 
50 yours ago, Mr. Hunt suppliod furs 
to all the great ladles of Victorian 
and Edwardian London, including 
Queen Alexandra whom he deseribes 
as speaking with a slight lisp, kindly, 
but inclined to be made vir-table by 
the constant pressure of State duties. 
He made a fur coat for King Carlos 
of Portugal a few weeks before he 
Was assassinated. He laments that 
‘men have given up wearing fur coats, 
perhaps owing to the disappearance 
fof grand dukes and archdukes who 
set the example, But against this 
every woman and girl now wears furs 
‘and “the demand for them is enor 
‘mous. “In fact democracy pays better 
than aristocracy for those who can 
get on its right side, 

‘The dog population of London is 
steadily dwindling, In the year end- 
ing Mareh 30, 1930, licences were 
fssued to the number of 250,564; in 
the same 12 months ending this year 
there were only 212,561. But this is 
‘because Londoners love dogs not less, 
but more, ‘The dog population of 
England now numbers 3,000,000, or 
nearly a million more than just after 
the war. But kind-hearted people 
are learning that in London ‘a dog 
Teads but a dog's life, and that he 
needs country ait and space. 

‘The increasing use of fats’ and de- 
creasing size of thelr rooms also tells 
against. keeping dogs. When your 
Principal sitting room, though ‘des- 
eribed by the house agent as "spa 
clous apartment,” measures perhaps 
12 x 10 ft, it is useless to think of
